Attempted to Ride Dumb-Waiter 
From Fifth Floor and ‘Big 
Rescue” Then Follows. 


Thomas Kehoe, & years old, of 1431 
Biddle street, a patient in the observa- 
tion ward at the city hospital, having to 
choose between a cell in a police sta- 


tion and an absolutely dark and almost 
airtight dumb-waiter shaft, chose the 
shaft Friday evening. 

He attempted to ride the dumb waiter 
from the fifth floor of the city hospital 
to the basement, Friday afternoon. He 
made about half of the trip without 
difficulty, but an unexpected stopover 
deprived him of light and air for nearly 
half an hour. 

Kehoe was received at the 
Jan. 11, when he continually shouted, 
“They’re after me! They’re after me!”’ 

This was literally true, for the police 
had been bothering Kehoe very much, 
hardly giving him time to practice his 
profession as a laborer, according to 
their own admissions. They were hold- 
ing him at Central District Station on 
a charge of petty larceny when he be- 
gan complaining that he was sick. He 
was sent to the hospital in the belief 
he was suffering from hallucinations. 

In a short time the attendants in the 

otservation ward reported that Kehoe, 
as long as he thought he was being 
watched by a physician or a nurse, 
would persist in declaring, ‘‘They’re aft- 
er me!’’ But when he thought he was 
no longer under such surveillance, would 
stroll] about at ease, talking to other 
patients in the ward. 
The physicams determined to their 
own satisfaction, Friday, afternoon, that 
novody but the police was “after’ Ke- 
hoe, so they informed him that he would 
soon be sent back to police head- 
quarters. 

A short time later Kehoe mysteriously 
Gisappeared, and while a search was 
being made for him, high and low, what 
the attendants described as “a terrible 
rumpus” was heard coming from the 
lower part of the dumb weiter shaft. 
Investigation showed that Kehoe’s fran- 
tic but muffled yells for help were the 
“rumpus.” He was stuck in the shaft 
between the second and third floors. 

James Brannigan, a fireman stationed 
at the hospital, was called in and tried 
to get Kehoe out. His efforts from 
either end of the shaft were fruitless, 
and Kehoe, who had used up most of 
his air supply in yelling, was in a sorry 
plight. 

The dumb waiter is used principally 
for carrying food. It runs in a shaft 
about two feet square and therefore 
offers very limited accommodations te 
passengers. It is operated automatically 
and is so arranged that when a door 
of the shaft is open on any floor, the 
carriage stops instantly wherever it 
may be. While Kehoe was making his 
descent, somebody opened a door and 
the carriage stuck in one of the darkest 
and most stifling sections of the ehaft. 
After Brannigan had given up, Mike 
Higgins, chief attendant in the observa- 
tion ward, managed to set the mechan- 
ism of the dumb waiter in operation and 
Kehoe was lifted to the fifth floor 
again. He was greatly agitated, but he 
had nothing to say—nothing! Not even 
when he was loaded into the “wagon”

Several Owners Summoned to 
Police Court in Campaign 
Against Unmuzzled Pets. 


The police campaign against unmuzsiled 
dogs caused several dog owners to be 
summoned to police court Saturday. The 
fight will be continued vigorously, Chief 


Young said. until careless owners of 
viciour dogs have been taught to keep 
the animals tied up o: muzzled. The 
police are acting under an order issued 
a few days ago by the Board of Health 
.o check the alarming spread of rabies. 

Frank Krueger of 1421 North Tenth 
street, a laborer employed by the Sewer 
Department, was arrested Friday even- 
ing after his dog had bitten Charles 
Daelo, 10-year-old son of Joseph Daelo 
of 1321 North Fourteenth street. 

Boy’s Injuries Serious. 

The boy was bitten on the right leg as 
he walked past Krueger’s premises. He 
was sent to the city dispensary for treat- 
ment and the physicians there found his 
wounds so serious that they forwarded 
him to the city hospital. 

When Patrolman Moran went to 
Krueger’s home to investigate the in- 
cident, the dog had disappeared and 
Krueger, according to Moran, said he 
had given the animal to a negro. Mo- 
ran insisted that he be told where the 
dog could be found and Krueger’s an- 
swer, he said, was “find out for your- 
self.”” Moran then took Krueger to the 
Carr Street Station. 

Long questioning there failed to get 
the desired information from Krueger. 
He said he knew where the dog was, but 
would not tell, according to the police. 
He was then locked up on a charge of 
keeping a vicious dog. 

Rosie Cooper, daughter of Mrs. Mary 
Cooper of 4114 Blaine avenue, was at- 
tacked at Blaine avenue and Thurman 
boulevard by a dog owned by James 
Donnellan of 4178 Folsom avenue. She 
was bitten on the left cheek and on 
one of her lips. The wounds were treat- 
ed by Dr. W. K, Chase of 3900 Park av- 
enue. 

A “liver-and-white” hunting 
which appeared to be rabid, was shot 
by Patrolman Austin J. Moore of the 
Newstead Avenue Station, on a vacant 
lot at 4067 Westminster place. The dog 
had neither collar nor muzzle and was 
foaming at the mouth and displaying 
other symptoms of hydrophobia. Moore 
killed it after trying to find the owner. 
The dog had frightened many persons, 
‘but Moore believes it did not bite any- 
body. Its head was sent to the city 
bacteriologist for examination. 

Complains of Vicious Dog. 

A. J. Bauer, a letter carrier of 2122 
Nebraska avenue, complains, in a letter 
to the Post-Dispatch, that a vicious dog 
is being kept by the family of a doctor, 
but does not give the family’s address. 

Bauer writes that the dog bit him in 
seven places when he was delivering 
mail at the doctor’s home one day iast 
July, and that it has made two other 
attempts to. bite him, the last being only 
a few days ago. He says that after he 
vas bitten by the dog he complained to 
the police and they reported later that 
the dog had been taken away. Bauer 
writes, however, that the dog which 
rushed at him one day this week is the 
same one that bit him. 

After the dog’s second attempt te bite 
him, about a month ago, he again re- 
ported to the police, but the doctor’s 
family, he writes, denied that the dog 
was there. They also complained, he 
says, that the postal service to their 
home was unsatisfactory. 

Says Others Were Bitten. 
Bauer says the dog has neither license 
nor muzzle. “This is the third victous 
dog that has been harbored in that home 
during the last few years and others 
have been bitten by these dogs,” he 
writes. 

The following letter, commending the 
police for their crusade against unmuz- 
sled dogs, was received by Chief Young 
from William P. Hahn of 3510A Hartford 
etreet: 

“T wish to compliment you for your 
action with reference to muzzling dogs 
and hope that you will not let up until 
every dog is either muzzled or shot. I 
am sure you have the support of the 
better class of citizens in this matter. 
‘In my estimation there is nothing so 
terrible as a person having to die of 
hydrophobia. If the owners of dogs 
had the proper feeling for their fellow 
citizens they would not have to be 
driven to their duty in this respect. 
There should be @ law imposing a fine 
of $500 on the owner of a dog that bites 
anyone.”

VERDICT IN CASE 


Whether Chemist Took Acid Ac- 
cidentally or by Intent Not 
Found at Inquest. 


An open verdict of death from hydro- 
cyanic (prussic) acid poisoning was re- 
turned, Saturday, at the conclusion of 
an inquest in the case of Frederick 
.laicher, a chemist, who was found 
dead, Wednesday, in a fiat he and 
Miss Myrtle Lynn of 737A North Eu- 
clid avenue, were fitting up at 224A 
Adelaide avenue in anticlaption of their 
marriage. The wedding, according to 
Miss Lynn, was to have taken place 
Friday.

Mrs. Weeke’s most startling state- 
ment on the stand was that soon after 
Mayor Kreismann took office she heard 
her husband, Jeptha D. Howe and See- 
bert G. Jones talking of how they had 
“shaken down” Kreismann for the nom- 
‘nation. 

She testified that Weeke drank to ex- 
cess and came home intoxicated five 
nights a week. She had to dress, bathe 
and shave him every day, she testi- 
She said she

many times to cook for the poker 
players. 

Weeke’s conduct became such that 
she had to leave him in August, 191l, 
she testified. Her general complaint 
against him was that he did not prop- 
erly support her, compelled her to do 
menial work and mistreated her when 
ne came home under the infuence of 
liquor.

the security of Turkey. 

The Porte is reminded that a renewal 
of the war would expose Turkey to 
grave perils and that on the conclusion 
of peace it will need the moral and ma- 
terial support of the Powers, whose sup- 
Fort can only be effective to the extent 
that the Porte listen to their advice. 

Greek Island Mombarded, 

The Mail’s Dardanelles correspondent 
Says: 

“The Turkish cruiser Hamidies left 
for the Aegean Sea Tuesday and was 
reported to have bombarded the Greek 
island of Symi, is as yet unaccounted 
for and it is said she has been captured, 
although this is not confirmed.”

“While everybody was waiting im- 
patiently to learn what was the subject 
of the intensely secret grave delibera- 
tions of the ambassadorial conferences, 
nobody suspected that, among other 
grave difficult questions, the ambassa- 
dors were engaged in creating a new 
republic in Europe, yet that was the 
case.

Railroad Inaugurates New System for 
Safety. 


The Mobile & Ohio Railroad has in- 
augurated a system of instruction for 
employes regarding precautions to be 
taken for safety and also to impress 
upon them the necessity of calling at- 
tention to everything connected with the 
operation of the lines, likely to result in 
death or injury to patrons, employes 
or others.

BANKS REFUSAL 10 
NAME BORROWERS 
CHECKS INQUIRY 


Pujo Announces That Money 
Trust Committee Cannot 
Force Information. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Refusal of 
national banks to give to the House 
Money Trust Investigating Committee 
information as to borrowers of $1,000,000 
and more has caused Chairman Pujo of 
the committee and his associates to re- 


strict the intended scope of the inquiry. 
So far the committee has failed to find 
authority for compelling this informa- 
tion. As a consequence the sessions will 
end Friday of next week. 

‘Without this information and in the 
absence of means of ascertaining the 
character, of the business done by the 
banks that have made huge profits in 
a comparatively short time,’’ said Pujo, 
“it is manifestly impossible for the com- 
mittee to ascertain whether, and if so to 


have been and are being used by the 
great financial interests in the further- 
ance of their schemes or to the exclusion 
of competing business.”’ 

Forty Witnesses Remain. 

In announcing the suspension of the 
oral hearings, Pujo points out that there 
are still upwards of 40 witnesses on the 
committee’s list who have not been ex- 
amined and many important subjects 
bearing on the inquiry that have not 
been touched upon. 

‘“‘When this committee was appointed, 
continues the statement, “it was an- 
nounced that owing to the doubt raised 
by the banks as to the power to in- 
quire into their affairs, acting upon 
concentration and control of money 
and credit, it would be necessary to have 
further power. The bill conferring such 
power that has passed the House is 
pending in the Senate. 

“Since then the committee has re- 
peatedly announced that it cannot thor- 
oughly or satisfactorily complete its 
labors without the exercise of this 
power which has been denied by the 
banks. 

“Appeals to President Taft and the 
Comptroller of the Curréncy for the 
information which was within the power 
of the President to grant met with long 
delays that have embarrassed the work 
of the committee, but have resulted in 
no relief. 

“The banks curiously regard even the 
character of the assets as secret infor- 
mation that they are entitled to with- 
hold from the scrutiny of this com- 
mittee. 

“It would require at least three months 
after access to the banks is granted the 
committee to gather the data for fur- 
ther oral testimony, from which it is 
manifest that even if the pending bill 


tion can be accompanied during the 
present Congress. The short time inter- 
vening before the expiration of this 
Congress will be required for the prep- 
aration of an intermediate report and 
recommendations for legislation. 


More Power Must Be Given. 

“The work delegated to the commit- 
tee is, however, far from completed. In 
some of its most important aspects it 
has barely begun, but if it is to be con- 
tinued far more comprehensive powers 
must be granted through further legis- 
lation. 

“The committee will convene Feb. 25 
to consider its report. Some further 
documentary proof may then be intro- 
duced to be embodied in the report.’’

Mrs. G, W. Stinebaker Charges 
City Employe Forced Her to 
Live Among ‘‘Beer Canners.”’ 


George W. Stinebaker, a Street De- 
partment clerk, formerly a member 
of the Republican City Committee, was 
sued for divorce Saturday afternoon 
by Mrs. Minnie Stinebaker, to whom he 
was married March 26, 1890, and from 
whom he has been separated, accord- 
ing to her petition, since Aug. 6 last. 

One of her allegations is that he re- 
quired her to live in a part of the city 
where the neighbors ‘‘can bee’ and that 
She had to witness this beer-canning. 
The Stinebakers address is given in the 
city’ directory as 913 North Nineteenth 
street. 

She charges that Stinebaker required 
from her an itemized list of all her 
expenditures, down to an ice cream 
soda, and that he allowed her but 75 
cents a day for running the house: Out 
of this sum, she says, she had to pay 
carfare and-lunch money for their two 
sons, who were working, so that she 
often had nothing left to buy food for 
her own lunch. Stinebaker, she alleges, 
took what the boys earned. 

She says that her husband, who was 
16 years older than she, was distatorial 
and overbearing and treated her as a 
Servant. Since her father died i6 years 
ago, she says, he has treated her coldly, 
and not as a companion. 


BRIAND LIKELY TO BE 
NEW FRENCH PREMIER 


Asked by Fallieres to Form 
Cabinet to Succeed Poin- 
care’s Associates. 

PARIS, Jan. 18.—President Fallieres 
today invited Aristide Briand, the Min- 
ister of Justice to form a cabinet in 
succession to the retiring Poincare Min- 

istry. 

The President, following the usual 
custom, consulted with Antonin Dubost 
and Paul Deschanel, President of the 
Senate and President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, respectively, before offer- 
ing the task to Briand. After a talk 
with Fallieres, Briand replied that he 
would consult his political friends and 
give a definite answer. 

Briand’s attitude is assumed generally 
to favor his acceptance of the Premier- 
ship. Either Leon Bourgoes, Minister 
of Labor or Stephen Pinchon, .ax-Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, will be asked, 
it is understood, to take the foreign 
portfolio in the new ministry.

WINS ACELAI A 
‘SYMPHONY’ STAR 


Heard in Brahms D Major Con- 
certo, He Qualifies Convinc- 
ingly as a Great Violinist. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
FREM ZIMBALIST, quite generally 
FE acclaimed as the greatest among 
the younger violinists of today, 
was the solo figure of Friday after- 
noon’s Symphony concert, to be repeated 
this evening, and his first St.. Louis ap- 
pearance ranks as one of the most 
memorable musical events of the pres- 
ent season. 

His program number was the exceed- 
ingly worthy and beautiful Brahms con- 
certo for violin in D Major, Opus 77, a 
composition not safely to be attempted 
by any but master fiddlers if discom- 
fiture is to be escaped. Justifying the 
enthusiasm with which he has been re- 
ceived in New York, the new and youth- 
ful violin virtuoso commended himself 
to his audience as an artist of sincere 
attainment and inspiration. 

Pleasingly, too, remembering his scant 
23 years and the fact that he comes 
with a European reputation of several 
seasons’ establishing, the perilous hall- 
mark of the “infant prodigy’ has not 
been stamped upon Zimbalist’s work. He 
invites judgment on the sound basis of 
achievement that measures itself against 
that of the more mature “great ones’”’ 
of his time. And, happily, he wins his 
place by virtue of the verdict thus 
reached. |. 

While he is not as yet an Ysaye ora 
Kreisler, this young man is undentably 
« great violinist with an especially bril- 
liant promise of consistent growth that 
ghall bring him abreast of those older 
masters of his chosen instrument. A 
fine sincerity and simplicity mark his 
performance. He refuses to pose. In- 
stead of spotlighting himself by means 
of the many tricks possible to violin 
virtuosity, he seeks to “deliver the 
goods’”’ in all honesty of soul. 

The most immediate showing made by 
Zimbalist in his interpretation of the 
Brahms score was that of a splendid 
gift for tonal development... He draws 
from the violin the very best of its 
singing and dramatic voice, and he 
maintains its purity and power at all 
roments. 

There came a time during his Friday 
afternoon playing when he was put to 
an unexpected test in this respect. The 
sudden snapping of a string on his cwn 
instrument, while he was intent upon 
his presentation of the exquisite second 
movement of the Brahms concerto, ne- 
cessitated his swift borrowing of Con- 
cert Master Hugo Olk’s sweet-throated 
little fiddle. 

Very placidly then did Zimbalist de- 
vote himself to the employment ‘of this 
unfamiliar instrument—and very «on- 
vincingly did he continue his submission 
of proof that he is a tone master of in- 
domitable genuineness. 

The competent production of tone, 
however, is but one of the important ne- 
cessities of great fiddling. Zimbalist 
does not stop with this example of his 
quality. Nor is he content with the 
presentation of a technique which 
speaks eloquently of arduous training 
and rigid discipline. 

He qualifies as an interpreter of great 
musical thought. His revelation of the 
Brahms mood in the score now under 
consideration was sincerely inspired anda 
of truly faithful poetic insight. It has 
not the depth and breadth that come 
of a wider experience of life and a full- 
er possession of emotional experience. 
but it is remarkable for intuitive truth- 
fulness. 

There were one or two moments in the 
second movement, the adagio, when a 
genuinely big note of passion and hint- 
ed tragedy was finely sounded. In this 
movement, also, the violin’s singing of 
its first theme, originally introduced in 
the voice of the oboe, was an achieve- 
ment calculated to delight the most crit- 
ical ear. The introductory cadenza of 
the first movement, following so beau- 
tifully the orchestra’s own proclamation 
through wood-winds and strings, was 
exquisitely achieved by the ‘solo violin. 
in the concerto’s final movement, calling 
most insistently for technical brilliancy, 
young Zimbalist proved himself entire- 
ly adequate. 

His two encores, granted in response 
to the audience’s overwhelming demand. 
were Cyril Scott’s “‘The Dance,” -and a 
Chopin waltz, with Eugen Lutsky as 
accompanist. Here, also the technique 
of the solo star was convincingly 
brought into evidence. 

The orchestra distinguished itself as 
the acaompanying voice in the Brahms 


| concerto, but, as a matter of course, 


its own great triumph was achieved with 
the program’s opening number, Robert 
Schumann's lovely Symphony No. 1 in B 
flat, Opus 37, which was masterfully pre- 
sented. The Sinigaglia overture, ‘La 
Raruffe Chiozotte,”” now heard in St.

THE GREATEST STORY. 

HACKERAY studied Defoe. If De- 
] foe could have studied Thackeray, 
what miracles of the meaning of 
life, pictured in the plainest English, 
the world might have had! If the age of 
miracles is over in the making of 
books, the English novelist who studies 
both Defoe and Thackeray may still do 
wonders. That is, he may, if he has 
them in himself after learning how to 
work them out. This is what A. S. M. 
Hutchinson is now doing. He is learn- 
ing from the great masters of the En- 
glish language to work out his own 
best. He learns also from the little 
masters. If Thackeray, Scott, Dickens 
and Defoe teach him more than he can 
use, he finds what he can use in the 
teachings of George Borrow and Steven- 
son. He goes back of Kipling and all 
the Eurasians who learn _fiterature 
‘somewhere east of Suez, where there 
ain’t no decalogue.”” He goes baek of 
the esthetes and sexualists, back of the 
parlor pessimists and Fabian Revolution- 
ists, who breathe out acid fumes when 
they are preaching a vegetarian diet; 
back of all the garbage dumps on the 
surface and past all the sewer open- 
ings of a quarter of a London century. 
And back of it all, he finds life as the 
Great Romance, with the question of 
the happy ending always pressing to be 

answered for every generation. 3 

This is another way of saying that 
Hutchinson is on the way to the pro- 
duction of his own masterpiece. “The 
Broad Highway’’ showed what it means 
to go for. Now “The Happy Warrior’ 
shows that he can go farther. He is 
doing the best work in English fiction 
that has come out of London in many 
a day. He takes Wadsworth as his 
warrant for what the best in life means 
as an inspiration for the best In litera- 
ture. His ‘‘Happy Warrior’ is not a 
hero, a marvel, a superman, but a man 
with a beast in him. “God, what a 
beast a man can be,”’ the Happy War- 
rior cries when he first discovers that 
he must either master or be mastered 
by the beast in himself. This is the key 
of a plot in which otherwise there is 
no novelty. “The life of man is a 
werfare on earth and as the days of 
a hireling are his days.’ The thrill of 
the struggle for the spectators whom 
Saint George and the dragon join issues 
belongs to the surface. They do not 
know at the time that what they see is 
merely staged for them in the last act 
of Saint George’s struggle with his own 
beast. So in this story, the man‘who 
is no saint, finds that to live or die a 
man he must not live and die a beast. 
He does not surrender. He fights the 
beast. 


— 


the struggle. It is life, not psychology. 
To accept every humiliation and go 
through it, to face disgrace and die rath- 
er than endure it—that is the story of 
the making of a gentleman. That is 
the story Hutchinson tells in “ The Hap- 
py Warrior.” In life itself, it is the 
Sreatest story. Hutchinson tells it in 
his own way, as he is trying to find the 
best way possible—the greatest way. He 
deserves to succeed in that. In the 
meantime he has made the beginning for 
something infinitely better in London 
fiction than what American readers 
know of it from its imported tonnage 
during the last 15 years. (Little, Brown

The Twelfth Street Viaduct. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The facilities for transit within the city of St 
Louis are greatly hindered by the existence of 
one prime evil, namely, the bisection of its eastern 
and western limits ty the railroads. This has 
necessitated the construction of numerous bridges, 
at a tremendous expenditure. In this construction, 
the convenience of @ considerable portion of the 
inhabitants of St. Louis has been sadly neglected. 
Residents of the South Side, embracing the beau- 
tiful Compton Heights region, and extending to 
the southern limits of the city, are not supplied 
with the same facilities for reaching the business 
centers as are their more fortunate brethren of 
the West End. The Jefferson avenue bridge is 
traffic-ridden, as also is the Grand avenue via- 
duct, whereas the Compton avenue bridge affords 
no feasible outlet either on the north or south, ex- 
cept for hauling purposes. The proposed Twelfth 
street viaduct, however, seems @ solution of the 
difficulty, inasmuch as it affords, with its pro- 
posed boulevard, a connection with a street which/ 
is paved from Grand avenue to Thirteeth street, 
and which communicates excellently . with all 
north and south going thorour~hfares, namely, La- 
fayette avenue. ’ 

In building the Twelfth street bridge as con- 
templated and constructing a suitable roadway 
either along the present Twelfth or Thirteenth 
streets the city of St. Louis will confer on the 
residents of its southern precincts, advantages 
which they will fully appreciate, which they have 
long been denied, and to which as equal taxpayers 
they are entitled. SOUTH SIDE. 
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A ST. LOUIS OPPORTUNITY. 

In his interview with the Post-Dispatch, in 
which he vigorously urged home rule for cities, 
President-elec* Wilson emphasized the importance 
of combinin;' simplified municipal government 
with local self-government. After quoting his 
strong message on the subject to the New Jersey 
Legislature recommending that “the fullest and 
freest rights of self-government” be granted to 
municipalities, he added: , 

“But I think simplified municipal govern- 
ment vitally important,to home rule.’’ 

Mr. Wilsor explained that simplified govern- 
ment is necessary to popular control, which is 
hampered by complicated governmental organ- 
ization, with a multiplicity of independent de- 
partments and vague responsibility. 

The Post-Dispatch has commznted on the time- 
ly significance of the President-elect’s message 
with regard to the home rule bills, in the State 
Legislature, relating to St. Louis. 

But the emphasis he laid on the importance 
of linking simplifiec government with home rule 
is as timely for the House of Delegates, where’ 
the bill providing for a Board of Freeholders is 
pending. 

St. Louis has an opportunity to get the happy 
combination of simpler and more efficient local 
government ~7itn self-government. It rests largely 
with St. Louisans. The State administration is 
pledged to give St. Louis a full measure of: home 
rule, and the House of Delegates should be con- 
vinced of the overwhelming sentiment in favor 
of a new, progressive charter. 

With ample power to control public utilities, 
to put through extensive public improvements; 
with reasonable provision for the initiative, the 
referendum and the recall of administrative of- 
ficers, St. Louis would be in position to take 
over all the powers and responsibilities of self- 
government with success. 

Unity of purpose on the part of St. Louisans 
will give the city a sound foundation for future 
growth and progress.

A few days before Christmas I settled for $50 
end signed the papers releasing the insurance com- 
pany and firm from any other damages. Twodays 
after, I drew my weekly salary the firm told me 
that my services would not be needed any longer.

Poverty is said to be a handicap to so many 
British subjects during the first weeks of their 
existence that the relief furnished by the bounty 
of $7.50 hereafter to be given to the parents of 
children born in the United Kingdom is expected 
to bring about a great improvement in the phy- 
sique of the next generation. Mothers are also 
to receive payments during the first three or four 
weeks of the life of the small British stranger. 
Subsidies for children appear to be a great im- 
provement over the only kind of subsidies the 
United States knows very much about—sugar 
subsidies and ship subsidies. The astonishing 
statement is made that of 1,200,000 children born 
annually in the British Isles, at least 1,000,000 
will be beneficiaries of the new payments. The 
inference is that only about 200,000 enter the 
world without the handicap of oppressive circum- 
stances which the bounty is designed to relieve. 
A very practical form of eugenics, indeed, is one 
which will give the British baby a better start in 
life. But how much better would be a more fun- 
damental form that would improve industrial 
conditions and equalize opportunities. and so 
make a bounty unnecessary. 

One great condition that handicaps the individ- 
ual in large areas of the British Isles is over- 
population. By how much will eugenics, through 
subsidy, aggravate that condition?

All such teams desiring to enter 
the association will be classified on applica- 
tion to Mr. Rodowe Abeken, of the Park 
Commissioner’s office. Henry Kulage is look- 
ing after the interests of the Independents 
on the Rules Committee. 

Many problems are being brought up to 
the Rules Committee, even to the question 
of drawing the color line. This rock failed 
to _wreck the association; for the committee 
sidestepped it by suggesting @ separate col- 
ored championship team race. 

The principal trouble in drafting rules 
that will be observed by all teams is to 
devise a means of preventing clubs cover- 
ing up players and of stopping the shifting 
of men from team to team during the sea- 
gon. 

Players have the right, under the pro- 
posed rules, to demand their release if kept 
on the bench for three consecutive games 
without due cause.
